Gov. Mary Fallin 
unveiled her proposed 
fiscal year 2019 bud- 
get Monday, calling for 
about $700 million in 
revenue hikes and a simi- 
lar amount of increased 
spending — includ- 
ing $289.5 million to pay 
for $5,000 teacher pay 
raises. 

The governor’s execu- 
tive budget closely mir- 
rors the plan developed 
by Step Up Oklahoma, 
a statewide coalition of 
Oklahoma business and 
civic leaders who came 
together late last year 
to develop a package of 
proposals to resolve the 
state’s budget crisis and 
improve accountability. 

Like the Step Up Okla- 
homa plan, the gov- 
ernor’s plan calls for 
increasing certain taxes 
to help resolve the state’s 
budget problems and pay 
for $5,000 teacher pay 
raises. 

It also calls for spend- 
ing increases to meet 
agency budget needs and 
fund certain reforms. 

The Legislative Ser- 
vices Bureau would 
receive an additional $2 
million to pay for “agency 


performance and 
accountability efforts” 
under the plan. 

The plan also calls for 
giving state agencies 


an additional $31.2 mil- 
lion to pay for Oklahoma 


“justice reform initia- 
tives.” 
That extra money 


would be divided among

Fallin says, Enough | is enough!

Oklahoma’s elected 
state politicians should 
find budgetary compro- 
mise to avoid more chaos, 
Gov. Mary Fallin said in 
her final State of the State 
address Monday. 

Fallin’s remarks pulled 
into focus the results 
of inaction, and conse- 
quences of continuing 
to fill budget holes with 


one-time sources of rev- 
enue. 

“One path would be to 
continue year after year 
with an air of uncer- 
tainty that consumes 
our thoughts, drains our 
hopes — like the old say- 
ing of robbing Peter to 
pay Paul — then Paul 
runs out of cash,” Fallin 
said. “If we are to effect 
change, we can’t keep 
doing the same old thing

Tulsa doctor accused 
of trafficking drugs

TULSA — Federal agents 
allege a south Tulsa doc- 
tor has eight overdose 
deaths tied to his name. 

Special agents with 
the Drug Enforcement 
Administration in late 
January raided Chris- 
topher Moses' office, 
Southside Medical at 
8222 S Harvard Ave., as

part of an investigation 
into alleged drug traffick- 
ing and drug diversion 
— diverting prescription 
drugs from their legal 
purpose — operating at 
the clinic. 

Agents cited the eight 
patient deaths, the vol- 
ume of prescriptions and 
undercover purchases 
of narcotics in an appli- 
cation seeking a search 
warrant for his office. 

The U.S. Drug Enforce- 
ment Agency began 


investigating Moses, 
who operates Southside 
Medical, "based on com- 
plaints ... that Dr. Moses 
was prescribing large 
amounts of prescription 
narcotics," Special Agent 
Darren Glanz states in an 
affidavit. 

Agents seized 63 boxes 
of documents and four 
bags of hard drives, 
according to the returned 
documentation of the 
search warrant. The fed- 
eral search warrants were

unsealed late last week. 

Glanz cites eight over- 
dose deaths in the affida- 
vit for a search warrant. 
Those eight deaths alleg- 
edly link back to Moses' 
prescriptions for narcot- 
ics. 

One woman was found

OKC sets first MAPS 
for streets projects

Sixteen critical street 
resurfacing projects are 
the first projects to be 
funded by the MAPS for 
streets sales tax exten- 
sion approved by voters 


in September. 
In a nod to politics, 
the initial list con- 


tains two projects in each 
of the city's eight city 
council wards. 

The 16 are among road 
projects identified as top 
priorities last year when 


residents were asked 
for their opinions on 
the city's most pressing 
needs. 

Listed by ward, the 
street repairs are: 

Ward 1 

e N Rockwell Avenue 
from W Wilshire Boule- 
vard to W Britton Road. 

e N MacArthur Boule- 
vard from W Wilshire to 
W Britton. 

Ward 2 

e NW 50 from N May 
Avenue to N Pennsylva- 
nia Avenue.
